The officiais had begged the gods ta have 
compassion but without success and now they 
had ordered all parties to abstain from killing 
hogs inorder that the offended dieties might 
be appeased. For three days no pork was 
sold, The people tonk the matter very cheer- 
fully, perhaps the more so that a ggod many 
had private access to shops. 

THE DRY WEATHER. 

Few people in the city have any idea of the 
extent or nature of the present drought. The 
country is suffering terribly. During the last 
few days I have passed through the rice grow- 
ing parts of the three districts and the condition 
of thie country is appalliog.”
